Mr. Roosev elt’s an n ou n cemen t of a special ses­ 
sion of Con gress, to con v en e Nov ember 15, can ­ 
n ot be headlin ed as a su rprise. As this colu mn 
poin ted ou t some time ago, men in tou ch with 
the White Hou se were con v in ced th at the Presi­ 
den t had determin ed on a special session mon ths 
ago, an d the on ly qu estion was the precise date. 
Asserted reason for the session is n ew farm 
aid legislation , with Federal hou rs an d wages 
laws as ru n n ers-u p in importan ce. Bu t in the 
v iew of some commen tators, the real pu rpose of 
the special session has n ot been officially an ­ 
n ou n ced. 
Those who follow politics hav e n oticed a rather 
remarkable chan ge in Mr. Roosev elt’S more re­ 
cen t speeches an d pu blic an n ou n cemen ts. He 
has been mu ch less critical than in the past of 
the grou ps which oppose his Admin istration ’s 
aims an d methods. On his swin g arou n d the 
cou n try , most of his major an d min or talks were 
comparativ ely mild in ton e an d wordin g. It has 
been widely said by respon sible n ewspapermen , 
th at the speech he had origin ally plan n ed to de­ 
liv er at Bon n ev ille was a slashin g attack on the 
opposition — an d that he chan ged his min d, on ce 
he got away from the alway s stu ltify in g air of 
Washin gton , an d su bstitu ted the calm an d rela­ 
tiv ely dispassion ate speech he actu ally deliv ered. 
As a con sequ en ce, to u se the words of Pau l 
Mallon , there is a stron g feelin g th at “all this 
man eu v erin g of the past few weeks is a clev er 
an d effectiv e screen for a rather complete u n ­ 
an n ou n ced reformation of the New Deal from 
within .” 
Mr. Mallon cites a “good frien d of the White 
Hou se” as au thority for the statem en t th at the 
Presiden t has: 1. Defin itely ren ou n ced the plan 
of heav y gov ern men t spen din g to bolster bu sin ess 
an d prices; feels that gov ern men t spen din g mu st 
be redu ced an d the bu dget balan ced, an d th at 
price rises mu st be halted. 2. Aban don ed the Su ­ 
preme Cou rt reorgan ization measu re. 3. Come 
to the belief that the gov ern men t can do more 
for the cou n try by retu rn in g to two of -the orig­ 
in al objectiv es of his Admin istration — farm aid, 
an d con trol of wages an d hou rs. 4. Decided to 
cen ter atten tion on in tern ation al aifairs (his 
widely -praised Chicago speech marked the sen d- 
off here) to “cov er remov al of emphasis from 
old policies which hav e failed.” 
, 


If all this is tru e, an d there is certain ly abu n ­ 
dan t ev iden ce to ju stify The gu ess th at it is at 
least partly tru e, the New Deal is n ot on ly u n der­ 
goin g a reformation bu t a rev olu tion . This does 
n ot mean th at the Presiden t has elimin ated all 
the more “radical” phases or his past program*— 
he still believ es in big-scale gov ern men t hy dro­ 
electric dev elopmen ts, a more stron gly cen tral­ 
ized gov ern men t an d 'in creased power for the 
Ex ecu tiv e. It does mean th at some of the the­ 
ories which cau sed a major split within his own 
party , to say n othin g of in ten sify in g the opposi­ 
tion of the other party , may hav e been dropped 
ov erboard. At an y rate, the theories detailed by 
Mr. Mallon , an d held by other ex perts in the ex ­ 
citin g political field, are worth thin kin g abou t. 
W hether or n ot they are accu rate to an y impor­ 
tan t degree will be prov en by the special session , 
an d by the regu lar session which con v en es n ex t 
Jan u ary .
